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Statement of Reasons for Allowance 



2. Claims 1, 3-10, 12-17, and 19-46 are allowed. The following is an 
Examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicants requested clarification 
of the notice of non-compliant amendment sent to them on 7/8/04. On office 
action was mailed to them on 3/3/04. No amendments were received from 
Applicants on that date. While Norma Villarivera is an LIE in Tech Center 1600, 
she does not normally handle applications in art unit 1624. The Examiner can only 
surmise that an error in application numbers has occurred. A copy of the oath was 
scanned on 8/3/04. This addresses the Examiner's concern made in point #2 of the 
previous office action. 

3. Applicants' compounds are novel over Kaiser ('133) who teaches the 
compound shown below. This compound has = 2- 
[(dimethylamino)methyl]cyclopropyl. Applicants' limitation that R' is cycloalkyl 
does not permit a 2-(dimethylamino)methyl substituent upon this cycloalkyl ring. 
Applicants' amendment requiring R' to be hydrogen and R" to be branched but not 
n-alkyl overcomes the art rejections over Buckler ('281) and Schindler ('281) made 
in points #9 and #10 of the previous action. The former teaches R" = methyl and 
thios cannot be the basis of an obviousness rejection over isopropyl. Applicants 
smallested claimed branced alkyl group. The latter teaches that both R' and R" 
must be alkyl.
